SAN JOSE 一 Members of Santa 
Clara County s Chinese Coordinat- 
ing Council (CCC)，composed of 
Six Chinese American grOoups， 
VvOwed last week to preserve the his- 
toric Chinese Cemetery here- 

They set the tollowing priorities : 
(1 Determining the legal status of 
the cemetery, (2) defining its boun- 
daries, (3) Improving its condition ， 
and (4) gaining recognitiom of its 
historical value. 

Dealing with such subjects is not 
the councils usual activity. When 让 
was tormed， its purpose was to co- 
ordinate the dates of meetings and 
SOcial events so that memberorgan- 
1Zzations would not have to compete 
for attendance-. 


PROBLEMS 

The legal problems facing the 
cemetery arise because commercial 
interests want to buy and develop 
it Under ordinary circumstances 
cemeteries cannot be bought and 
developed.，However，the ftormer 
Owner of the Chinese Cemetery 
land istrying to prove thatthe deed 
is only tor burial rights and not for 
the land. If the Chinese do not own 
the land, it may be difthicult to pre- 
vent the owner from digging up the 
bodies and transferring them else- 
where. : 

Another contention is that the 
San Jose Chinese Cemetery ls an 
abandoned cemetery and no longer 
has any bodies in it. In 1900 there 
were 331Chinese buried there. Al- 
though there are no longer any 
grave markers，there is other ev 
dence that there are still bodies 
buried there. 

Another problem ls that the Oak 
HI Cemetery Association has 
never Supplied waterto the Chinese 
Cemetery as it agreed to do in the 
1900 deed.， Without water，only 
weeds will grow there，and these 
weeds are difficult to control. 

UNCLEAR 

The boundaries of the cemetery 
are unclear, Since the wall ls only at 
the tront and partway along the-. 
slides. The back haltotthe cemetery 
has no wall; and it appears that 
Someone has dug up Partofthe land 
and plantd vegetables on it. 

The condition of the cemetery 
has deteriorated due to vandalism 
and neglect. TIhe front gate and the 
altar show Some damage from van- 
dalism. The thick growth of high 
weeds is due to neglect and the fail-

The Chinese came to 
Eastern Oregon after they were 
driven out of the California gold 
fields.，Their numbers increased 
until 1879 when the US Census re- 
corded 2,468 Chinese and 960 
whites living in the area. Then the 
Chinese population began to de- 
cline,， and in 1887 the building 
wassold to Lung On, a merchamnt， 
and Ing Hay，an herb doctor. 


Both men had a wife and family 


back in China，but meither ever 
returned tothe land of their birth- 
Their business Prospered， espe- 
cially in the early 1900s when 
there was another mining boom p 
theJohn Day region. Lung died 让 
1940 and Doc Hay in 1952. 


Although the store was Operated 
until the 1940's，there has been 
little modernization，except for 
electric lights. The original hand- 
made furniture constructed 位 om 
hand-cut planks can be seen 这 
each room. These pieces，though 
unpainted,are well-proportioned 
and were made with care， The 
only heat comes from a pot-bellied

Aid to Indochina 
Refugee Children 
May Be Extended 


WASHINGTON 一 SenatorS. 
Hayakawa (R-Calift.) recently 
introduced legislation that would 
extend special educational assis- 
tance tor Indochinese refugee chilL- 
dren for an additional five years. 

The Indochinese Refugee Chil- 
dren Assistance Act of 1976, which 
authorized federal grants to assist 
local schools in providing educa- 
tional services to Indochirnese retu- 
gee children， will expire at the end 
of this month unless Congress ex- 
tends it. 

Hayakawa proposed to move the 
act S explration date back to Sep- 


-tember 30,1983. The Pacific/Asian 


Coalition， a_national organization 
composed of Asian and Pacific Is- 
lander Americans，supports the 
senators proposal，which is con- 
tainedinanamendmenttoaSenate

HISTORICAL BACKGROUND 


Yee Lo Dy, one of the frst Chi- 
nese immigrants toO_ arrive in this 
country in the 1800s, settled in La 
Porte，Plumas County. A 'grand- 
fatherot the Ah Tyes, he had a dis- 
tinct advantage Over his coOuntry- 
men 一 an English education. He 
was deeply_ involved in the early 
Calitfornia Gold Rush. Here, in La 
Porte，he owned and operated a 
general merchandise store where 
hehelped both Chinese and Cauca- 
Sians in mining ventures. 

He interpreted torthe mineown- 
ers and aided his own people 
towards the exchange of currency 
tor their gold dust. His honesty was 
never questioned. Miners asked 


him,， ”Hey Charlie what is yoOuUT 
name2>”to which he replied, ”Yee 
Lo Dy.” ”OH，Anhti Ahti， they 


chanted. Therefore，my grand- 
tatherwrote Ahtye 一 agivenname-. 
Dilly，his number two son，modi- 


fed it to Ah Tye tor simpler pro- 


nunclation.

Dad chose Stockton,asmall agri- 


culturaltown in the valley, apPrOxi- 
mately 90 miles east of San Fran= 
Cisco tor a specific Purpose 一 em- 
ployment. A Job with the Bank of 
Italy, which later became the Bank 
of America, was offered to him. His 


-previous employment in San Fran- 


cisco with the Yokohama Specie 
Bank terminated when the war be- 


tween China and Japan erupted. 


Here in Stockton，he represented 
the Asian branch，and was instru- 
mental in prOcessing the legal and 
financial transactions tor the Chi- 
nese. Many of them were unable to 
cope with the English language-. 

Itis ironic, but it Seems that peo- 
ple in that era were of the impres- 
sion bankers recelived fabulous sal- 
aries.、How misleading! Dad was 
approached time ' and again for 
”personal loans.” Being a generous 
andsympathetic person, fatherusu- 
ally accommodated. The loans， 
however Small，were Seldom re- 
turned:; if only they knew of _his 
tamily obligations and surrounding 
circumstances. 

Dilly Ah Tye passed away at the 
age of S3 due to illness. The three 
older brothers (now unable to at- 
tend college) worked to supportthe 
family. The brunt of the resporisi- 
bility wasborneby Dilly Jr. and Ed. 
L attended San Francisco State 
briehy and later dropped out， In 
those days weltare did not exist， 
only county assistance, and mother 
would not accept one penny of 
charity trom them. 


THE MOTHER 
Rose Wong was born in Red 


Blutt im 1887.， Her marriage to 


tather was not arranged by a mooy 


yun (marriage counselor) and ap- 
Proved by the-parents. They met at 


a SOcial and were strictiy on their 
Own- Mother was a plllar of 
strength in the family. Asamother， 
she was tair and a strict disciplinar- 
ian: she also made the important 
decisions. As a person in the com- 
munity she was regarded as a lead- 
er Many of the Chinese women， 
who were beaten and abused by 
thelrhusbands, approached her for 
help and' guldance. In the Severe 
cases mother consulted Donaldina 
Cameron，who was head of the 
Presbyterian Home for Girls in San 
Francisco. Because of MIS. Cam- 
eron s influence :many incldents 

were.resolved. 

As a citizem of her country，she 
has contributed in her Small ways.

In World War IEshe spent many 
hours working at the Red Cross 
surgical dressing headquarters, and 
knitted Sweaters for Servicemen- 
She opened her home to many of 
them-.
